' 2. Hath God done Great Things for us 2 Then let 
us take heed of  Uneaſineſs under his Grecious. Dit- 
penſations towards us ;, an unworthy Temper, ve- 
ry.incident to our fickle and: unconſtant Natures. 
The //raelites were a very ſtrange Example herein ; 
they repented them of their Complying with rheir 
Deliverance, and had a Regret that they were 
brought out of * Feypt; they-were angry that they” Charnock., 
were Free-men : Nay, ſuch « Diſtraction had ſeiz-;,..*<. 
ed them, that they ſpake of taking Moſes from the 
Place where God, by an extraordinary Providence, 
had ſet him for their Benefit, and of returning to 
their Egyptian: Tyrants: Now: this is a very ſtu-, 
pid, uiigrateful'Demeanour, which we are to avoid. 
And on the contrary, and in the , 

3d Place, If God hath done Great Things for us, 
ſt us be truly thankful to him. Bleſſed be God, 
if he hath not aſſwag'd the Malice, yer that he hath 
abated. the. Pride, and confounded the Devices of our 
Enemies. ; Tndeed., God. ſufter'd them to have a 
Day, and:we beheld the Wicked in great Proſperi- 
ty; bur, bleſſed be God, Lighr hath ſprung our of 


| Darkneſs, and we have now, a very Comfortable 


Day ſhining upon us. Indeed, Taxes haye een, 
an 
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and arc, / great ; bur, cruly, after all, an-eafie Com- 
poſition - for the Security of the whole, eyen all: 
that is dear unto ns. Bleſſed be: God thar our Li- 
berties were not Finally Subverted, nor we Deprivd 
of our moſt Holy Religion. We know not what 
Dragooning 1s, any fee than by Report : We 
quietly profeſs God's Sacred Truth, and pofleſs the. 
Rights and Inheritances of our Fathers: And, blef- 
ſed be God, we have alſo a Xing, of whom it may 
be ſaid, he came to ſeek the Welfare of us all: A 
Xing, that ſets up-no Intereſt, ſeparate from that of 
his People's ; and of whoſe Actions, not a ſingle 
Inſtance can be given, that looks not like his de- 
ſigning Geod to the Nation, the making of us-tru- 
ly happy, and the ſecuring of it ro our Poſterity. 


And, Oh! what Praiſe is- alſo due unto God, as: 


for the Giving of him to us, ſo for the. Merciful 
Preſervation of him ! How eminently hath God ap- 
pear'd herein? Indeed, he ſuffer'd the Sons of Be- 
{ial to contrive his Deſtruction ; but even that bar- 
barous Deſign ir ſelf, was nor only moſt graciouſly 
defeated, bur alſo ſo over-ruled for. our Good, that 


it (perhaps) prov'd the Means of ſaving the Na- 


tion. How fſeaſonably did it awaken us, and give 
us to conſider a-new, how much our Intereſt lies, in 
the Preſervation of the King 2 What a freſh and molt. 
convincing Argument alſo had the King immediate- 
ly, of the Nation's good Aﬀection ro him? And 
how opportunely did it ſhew the World. the Parlia- 
ment and People's due Zeal for his Perſon' and Go- 
yernment? And put the Parliament upon making 
ſuch Laws for our Security, as, perhaps, would not 
elſe have been thought of ; and without which, it 
may be we might have. been undone. Thus hatit 


our gracious God, eyen ?uru'd our Enemies Swords in- 
to 
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to their own Bowels, and their Artillery on their own 
Breaſts : Let us then be thankful unto him. 

4. If God hath done Great Things for us, Then. let 
this induce us to a firm Reliance on him ; yet ſo, as 
not to negle& the Means for our Security. Feho- 
ſhapha?'s Eyes were towards God, and he excited 
his Subjeds to Confidence in the Almighty ; yer he 
did not neglect the Securiry of Outward Means. 
To rely on God, and to caſt off Humane Help, 
is, to truſt his Power, againſt his Command ; and 
to pretend to glorifie his Strength, againſt his Soye- 
reignty. Gods uſual Way is, to exerciſe his Power 
in giving Life and Succeſs to Second Cauſes, and 
Prudent Endeavours : And in this Way it is, that 
we are to depend upon him. 

5. If God hath done Great Things for us, Then let 
us remember the Churches abroad, who are perſe- 
cuted for Righteouſneſs ſake ; the Thoughts where- 
of (hould ſtrike deep into our Hearts, and our 
Bowels- ought to be towards them : And while they 
write Lamentations to us, we ſhould ſend up La- 
mentations to God for them. We find it thus char- 
ged as a very great Fault, in Amos 6. 7. They drink 
Wine in Bowls, and anoint themſelves with the chief 
Ointment, but they are not grieved for the Afflidtions 
of Joſeph. Let us ſeriouſly think hereof, and know 
that we are bound to do what we can for them; 
and that the leaſt we can do, is, to cry mightily 
unto God, that he would graciouſſy vouchſafe un- 
to them the like Mercies and Deliverances to what 
we do enjoy. 

6thly, and Laſtly, f God hath dene Great Thins 
for us, Then what do we do for God, and for 
the Continuation of what he hath done for us? 


And here 1 craye Leave to fuggeſt rwo Things, 
" which 
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which I humbly conceive are very proper herein : 
The Firſt is, A Thorough Reformation : And the Se- 
cond, That ſrme effeftual Courſe be taken for the Uni- 
tins of zs. Indeed, thcte are Things that tend much 
ro the helping forward one another, Reformation 
Uaioz, and Union-Reformation ; and both of them 
very much our Duty, and as much the Nations Inte- 
reſt. 1 begin with the 

Firſt, 4 /horough Reformation. Of this, in Church 
Matters, I ſhall only ar preſent fay, Oh chat God 
would purge all his Churches from their Dregs ; 
and I eaſily perſuade my ſelf, that every good Man 
will rcadily join with me herein : When, O Lord, 
when ſhall it once be? Oh thar it might be ! Bur that 
which I ſhall urge and preſs here, ſhall be che Re- 


mean, That ſome ſpeedy Courle be us'd,for the Sup- 
preſſing that Drunkenneſs, and Uncicanneſs, Swear- 
ing, Perjury, Prophanation of the Lord's Day, and 
the like, which hath over-ſpread the Nation ; and 
for encouraging of Piety, and Holy Living. Some- 
thing of this nature, I hear, is done in ſome places, 
as alſo by ſome in this County, ro their great Ho- 
nour : And God's Bleſling upon their Hearts for it. 
Such are the Men that arc likely to ſerve their Coun- 
try ; and ſuch are Perſons that we are to have a Va- 
lue for: Burt, alas! What hath yet becn done, is 
by to few, that ſtill the Practical Language of the 
greater Number among us, is like that of Pharaoh, 
Who is the Lord, that we ſhould obey him? Many 
live as if they queſtion'd his Being, and more nis 
Authority : Such Proyocations are common with us, 
as even dare God to his Face ; as if Men took En- 
couragement from the Influences of his Goodneſs, 
to mount to a greater Degree of Sin ; after of cat 

un- 


formation of Men's Lives and Converſations : I. 
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Sun-ſhine of Mercy, to entertain more unbrid['d 
Reſolutions ; and to paſs forward with more Licen- 
tiouſneſs, to bind themſelves ſtronger to their Ini- 
quity, by that which ſhould bind them faſter to their 
Duty. Now, When will all our Magiſtrates be 
pleas'd to take notice of this ; and to the utmoſt Ex- 
tent of their Power and Influence, (as they are in 
Duty bound, put a Stop to it? I know they will 
uredly ſay unto us that Proverb, Phy/icians heal 
your ſelves, and firſt do Jour Parts herein. AndI moſt 
readily own, that to be Enſamples to our People, is 
yery much -our Duty ; and to let them know that 
Sin is the Ruin, as well as the Reproach, of any 
Nation ; and that for theſe A” the Wrath of God 


cometh, on the Children of Diſobedience : Nay , to 


bring off our Hearers, from all ſuch Doctrines as 
but rend to the upholding them in their Evil Ways; 
to deliver a wary and ſober Senſe of the Efficacy 
and Benefit of the Sacraments; ro warn them a- 
ginſt raking up with Church-Privileges, like thoſe 
who cry'd, Zhe Temple of the Lord, and bleſs'd them- 
ſelyes in their being Abraham's Children, tho' they 
minded nothing leſs than the treading in the Steps of 
Abraham's Faith and Obedience ; of ſatisfying them- 
ſelves' with being within the Pale of the Church, 
and a bare Performance of the outward Duties ; of 
thinking their Attendance on the Lord's Day, a Li- 
cenſe to live looſly all che Week after, and a quit- 
ting Scores with God for what was paſt. In ſhort, 
Thar he that will acquic himſelf like a Chriſtian; 
muft give himſelf ro the Lord, x Cor. 2. 8, 5. That 
is, (as our Church expreſſeth ir moſt excellently, )

him in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all his Days. All 
this, with all the Encouragement we are able.co give 
ro Pious and Godly Living, I acknowledge to be 
incumbent upon us. But then there is alſo much ly- 
ing before Magiſtrates, in this good Work ; and this 
(with Submiſſion) I take to be their proper -Buſi- 
n:1s, whoare to be a Terrour to Eyil-Works, Rom. 
I3. 3- And were but. one half of that Vigour ex- 
erted. for the Suppreſſion of Prophancneſs and Im- 
morality, which was formerly expreſs'd by ſome 
others, for the puniſhing of Men in the Matters of 
their God, we ſhould ſoon ſee a bleſſed Alteration. 
Shall I then ſpeak freely of two or three of the 
fore-mention'd Evils? (tho' not of them with De- 
ſire to exclude or abate your Zeal againſt any of the 
reſt, of the ſame kind.) There is Curſing, and 
Prophane Swearing ; tis very ſad that it ſhould be 
ſo found among us, and Pariſh-Officers not moſt 
ſtrictly requir'd to take notice of it : And whoever 
obſerves how careleſly aud impudently Oaths are 
taken, ( eſpecially if to ſerve a Turn, ) and what is 
frequently given in Evidence at ſuch a time as this; 
and what Oaths to diſcharge Offices are often ſ\wal- 
low'd,and how little,if at all,regarded ; will ſoon be 
convinc'd how needful it is to obſerve very ſtrictly 
when any come within the Verge of Perjury, and to 
puniſh ir according to its due Merit. And then, 
for the Prophanation of the Lord's Day ; 'tis plain 
that ir is nor only the thing that be-dwarfs Men's 

cligion, by cramping the Advantages to be gotten 
by the publick Miniſtery, bur is a great Cauſe why 
the Attendance on it is ſo much negleRed. 

And now, Right Honourable, and much Ho- 
noured ; the King tells us once and again, that he
